Reginald Marden of Andover, had a prior 
commitment Monday night. 


Buco retained the attorney last Satur- 


day, Clark said. 

The current complaint against 
McCracken’s, brought by the police 
department, is the package store’s fourth 
offense.in as many years, the town 
manager said. The police charge that 
MecCraeken’s clerk, Kevin Kennedy, 20, of 
Royal Crest Drive, North Andover, sold 
liquor to a minor on June 30. 

Kennedy was recently found guilty of 
procuring alcohol for a minor, Officer

The school building committee was 
scheduled to look at the figures and find 
places to cut costs last night, Town 
Manager Jared S.A. Clark said Monday. 
The cost estimates include construction, 
site work, architects’ fees, equipment, 
and other costs for work at the Doherty 
School, West Junior High, and the high 
school. 

Clark said he would submit an itemized 
list of the Costs and possible reductions to 
the building committee; action must be 
taken this week, he said, if the project is to 
stay on schedule. ‘‘We have to go to bid on 
the site work in January, and on the 
buildings in February,’’ he explained. 

The manager’s list of possible reduc- 
tions included totalling $810,700 ‘‘some 
quality choices in the scope of the 
work—on the playing fields, for example.”’ 

Most of the design changes could be 
made ‘‘without adversely affecting the 
schools,’ Clark indicated, although he 
added that the needed reductions repre- 
sent ‘‘a healthy bite to have to try to 
eliminate.”’ 

At the Doherty School, which is to be 
converted into a junior high school with an 
addition and the renovation of the 
Memorial Auditorium wing of East Junior 
High, the total cost is estimated at $6,203,- 
000. That cost, which includes an $88,000 
pressure storm drain, is $175,000 over the 
funds available for the project: $6,028,000. 

Clark said an $80,000 reduction was 
possible by making some site work reduc- 
tions. In addition, $50,000 could be saved 
by changing plans for a second floor end 
corridor; $15,000 by changing plans for an 
all-purpose gymnasium floor; and $30,000, 
with other design modifications. 

These reductions would total $175,000, if 


| approved by the building committee. 


At West Junior High, where a new 
library will be built and other renovations 
made, the total estimate of $1,229,924 
represents $164,000 more than the project 
budget allows: $1,065,924. 

Clark planned to suggest the following 


a reductions: $55,000, by cutting back park- 


ing expansion; $70,000, by changing plans 


' for an outside corridor; $5,000, by reduc- 
' tions in site work; and $34,000, by other 
» design modifications. 


At the high school, which is to have a 
new 1,200-seat auditorium and other 
renovations, the $5,185,776 total cost es- 


== timate exceeds the total available funding 


of $4,714,076 by $471,700. 
A major savings of $280,748 could be ac- 
complished with some modifications of 


, the auditorium design, the manager 


reported. Changes in the playing fields 
could save $99,053. 

Additional costs that could be cut at the 
high school, according to Clark, include: 
changes in the physical education storage 
area, $38,000; changes in lockers, $22,399; 
changes in the outside eating area, $13,- 
000; modifications in teachers’ offices, 
$10,000; and other design reductions, $8,- 
500.

The Merrimack Valley Planning Com- 
mission (MVPC) has been awarded a one- 
year planning grant by the Economic 
Development Administrations (EDA), to 
coordinate economic development in the 
region.

Gurry, a real estate broker, had hoped 
to use the first floor of his three-unit 
residence as an office for his business. He 
argued that rezoning his parcel would not 
‘‘change the character of the 
neighborhood’’ because three 
businesses—the Andover Shop clothing 
store, a tailor, and an attorneys’ of- 
fice—already exist nearby. 

However, the Planning Board opposed 
the rezoning for several reasons that add- 
ed up to ‘‘poor policy that runs counter to 
what the town is trying to achieve in its 


Gurry contended that rezoning his lot, 
which is located 900 feet from the central 
business district, would not be ‘‘spot 
zoning,’’ as town officials have stated, 
because it would not change the character 
of the neighborhood. 

“A classic case of spot zoning would be 
if you put a car wash on Enmore Street,”’ 
he told the voters. 

Gurry also maintained that rezoning his 
lot would not set a precedent because 
‘‘each case would need a two-thirds vote of 
town meeting, and would be judged on its 
own merits.’ 

In addition, other town regulations 
would restrict him from using the lot as 
anything but a first-floor office, Gurry 
said.

Gravallese added that rezoning the 
parcel would set an undesirable prece- 
dent, and that a 1975 survey of townspeo- 
ple showed that Andover residents wish to 
“retain a compact district.”’ 

The board of selectmen supported the 
planners’ position, while the Finance 
Committee offered no report. 

When one voter asked why Gurry could 
not seek a zoning ariance from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, ZBA member Jane 
Griswold of Woodland Road explained that 
the board ‘‘in general does not grant use 
variances — but prefers to send these 
cases to town meeting to be decided by the 
town.”’

DPW Office Shift Is Economy Move 


A retirement in the Public Works 
Department, combined with use of the 
town computer for water and sewer bill- 
ing, will lead to a mid-year reorganization 
of the department as an economy 
measure, the town manager said Monday 
night. 

With the retirement of Helen Keith, a 
DPW secretary, her full-time position will 
be reduced to a part-time position. In addi- 
tion, one part-time employee from the 
Collector/Treasurer’s office will be 
reassigned to Public Works. 

While both part-time employees’ hours 


will be increased, their hours will total 
less than the hours formerly worked by 
three employees, Town Manager Jared 
S.A. Clark told the selectmen. 

In the process, Margaret McCallion, 
secretary to DPW director Robert 
McQuade, will be reclassified from Ac- 
count Clerk II to Office Manager, due to 
increased responsibilities. 

The selectmen approved the 
reclassification, although noting that it is 
an exception to the town’s position against 
mid-year employment reclassifications, 
because it involved seven months of an in- 


Intertel Lights Dimmed 


Intertel has lowered the light poles in its 
West Andover Industrial Tech Park park- 
ing lot, and reduced the lighting to half the 
level allowed by state lighting codes, in 
response to a neighbor’s complaint, the 
selectmen learned Monday night.

Instead, a new position will be created 
in the police department, with the title 
Police Services Specialist. Besides ser- 
ving as dog officer, the specialist will 
assist in maintaining road signs, cleaning 
and routine maintenance of police vehicles 
and equipment, and other duties. 

The specialist will also supervise the pro 
bono publico and restitution work program 
for Andover clients of the Lawrence 
District Court, the manager. indicated. 


Two part-time dog officers may also be 
hired. These changes in the dog depart- 
ment will save an estimated $9,000 a year, 
Clark said. 

“This may decrease the amount of ran- 
dom patrols, looking for violations of the 


leash law,’’ the manager explained, ‘‘but | 


the department will continue to respond to 
complaints. So we may be cutting back in 
the dog program area, but we will also be 
attacking the more serious problem of 
vandalism (with involvement in the 
restitution work program)’’. 

Other services that may be targeted for 
elimination in the future, accordidng to 
Clark, may include guardrails, and plow- 
ing sidewalks. 

-“‘We will continue to look for ways to 
implement 2% that will not have a harm- 
ful effect on the community,’’ the 
manager said. ‘‘We are not going to 
retaliate against the community for voting 
for 2%. Nevertheless,’ he cautioned, 
“some cuts are going to be painful.”’

Christopher Cook could sit back in his 
dark-panelled office at the Addison 
Gallery of American Art, content to see 
that the traditional role of the museum is 
fulfilled. 

But the thread-bare spot in the carpet 
proves that he’s not. 

When people ask when he’s going to get 
a new rug, he tells them simply that he 
will—when everything else is done. The 


- rug has become a symbol to him of all the 


things he hopes yet to accomplish. 

And the electric-blue sneakers that 
carry Cook quietly over the gallery’s mar- 
ble floors are a sign that he can comfor- 


tably serve both the past and the present. 

As the Addison celebrates its 50th an- 
niversary this year. Cook readily 
acknowledges its responsibility to the 
past, to what he calls he ‘‘preservationist 
role.” That’s no small task that is in itself. 

‘‘There’s nothing like this in the Western 
world,”’ says Cook. The Addison, the only 
gallery of. art connected to a secondary 
school, has a collection of American 
art—predominately paintings, but also 
prints, sculpture, photographs—of inter- 
national stature. 

‘‘We don’t have as much as the Whitney 
(Museum of American Art ‘in New York 
City,’’ Cook says, ‘‘but what we have is as 
good or better.’’ (He gets two or three re- 
quests a week to loan works to museums 
all over the world, but limits loans 
because it can mean losing a work for up 
to three-quarters of a year.) 

But Cook also feels strongly that it’s im- 
portant to achieve a balance between the 
preservationist role and a more modern 
one: to take what’s meaningful of the past 
and pull it out in the present so people can 
relate to it and use it to enhance their 
lives. 

Ideally, he’d have a dozen different 
kinds of exhibits simultaneously, on the 
theory that people really gain by com- 
paring and contrasting. 

People come to the gallery to see one 
thing, he says, ‘‘but they wander around to 
see others. Then they really start to 
learn.”’ 

Last month, for example, the first of the 
special 50th anniversary exhibits, ‘‘Pain- 
tings and Drawings from the Colonial and 
Federal Periods,’’ coincided with 
photographs of the Victorian era and an 
exhibit of photographic sculptures by sur-

sharpens the capacity to appreciate other 
things in life.” 

Cook feels an exhibit should be 

‘provocative’ enough to be interesting for 
its own sake, and by the same token he’s 
somewhat philosophically opposed to 
printed descriptions or the typical 
museum tour, where a guide gives a 
visitor ‘‘eight sentences about art 
guaranteed to get you through the next 
cocktail party.”’ 

The Addison was the final and most 
generous gift of Thomas Cochran, class of 
1890, and though it’s financially indepen- 
dent of Phillips Academy, its first respon- 
sibility is to the school. 

“Art at Andover has become so 
mainstream, we don’t think of it as 
peripheral any more,’’ says. Cook, who 
started there as an art. teacher back in 
1964. 

A native of Boston, he had graduated 
from Wesleyan and received his master of 
fine arts degree from the University of 
Illinois, and was an assistant professor of 
art at Northeastern. Most museum direc- 
tors come the route of the art historian, 
not of the practicing artist, Cook says. He 
himself works in a variety of mediums: 
printmaking, painting, sculpting. But 
there’s no time for that during this busy 
anniversary year. 

Cook plans exhibits to coincide with 
course work at Phillips, and on the theory 
that the gallery should be a real center for 
all the arts, has opened it for music and 
dance recitals and the like. 

But Cochran implied a community 
responsibility as well. In addition to being 
open to the public, free, six days a week 
(Cook says that after 10 years as director, 
he still runs into people who don’t realize 
they’re welcome here), there have been a 
number of special outreach programs. 

Ideally, Cook says, the museum should 
provide for all people. 

They opened the doors for a special 
needs program some years back, for 
“‘clients’’ from residential institutions. It 
became a model program for other 
museums, and is still going on here in a 
limited way. 

The museum learned from the special

needs students too. Cook says they dis- 
covered it was important for them to see 
themselves as artists, by experimenting in 
art and then seeing themselves at work on 
video tape. When you do your own art- 
making, he says, your experience is 
radically different than just coming to a 
museum. 

The museum conducts at least one 
short-term institute a year for art 
teachers from all over, and for the third 
year in a row is offering an ‘‘Artists on 
Art’’ program in connection with the 
town’s adult education program. 

But Cook is looking ahead to some more 
innovative ideas: he dreams of an art data 
bank which would permit museum-goers 
to ask a computer any question about art, 
about a particular piece on display, for in- 
stance, or what other works an artist has 
done. : 

Another concern is greater availability 
of the gallery collection. 

There’s only so much wall space, Cook 
says, so most of the works remain out of 
sight in storage. He’d enlarge storage 
areas so a student could see any work 


that’s framed within five minutes of the 
asking. 

He also envisions a huge, archival file 
cabinet, perhaps with plexiglass-covered 
drawers or revolving shelves, or file 
drawers that drop out, so five or six people 
could study works up close, horizontally, 
but out of touch. 

One of the big problems in a small 
museum, he says, is the careful balance of 
accessibility and security: increasing 
either requires more funds. 

Cook also envisions the museum as an 
active theatre for other arts—music, 
dance, for instance—on a regional basis. 

“I want the gallery to always be a sur- 
prise,’’ he says, ‘‘I want it to support as 
much as it can in terms of the arts, 


without endangering the things it’s here to. 


protect.’’ 

One of the frustrations of innovation is 
the need for financing and this at a time 
when there’s a national trend back to con- 
servatism. The Addison too, may have to 
retrench, to give up some of the communi- 
ty outreach because ‘‘we don’t have 
enough dough.”’ 


Cook fears they may even have to cut 
back on some of the regular use of the 
gallery to save energy costs. 

Meanwhile, the number of visitors is 
way up this year, Cook says, because 
there’s a lot going on in connecton with the 
golden jubilee. He expects at least 50,000 
this year, double the usual 20 to 25,000. 

The second exhibition in the anniversary 
series is open now through Dec. 7. 

“Visions of the New Land’’ features 
landscape paintings by 19th century ar- 
tists, Dunlap, Doughty, Durand, Cole, 
Kensett, Heade, Whittredge, Cropsey, Gif- 
ford, Church and Inness. 

Coinciding with it are ‘‘Heads,’’ an ex- 
hibition demonstrating some of the many 
ways the human head has been treated in 
various art media and work produced by 
faculty members: ceramics by Audrey 
Bensley, drawings by Gerald Shertzer, 
photographs by Stephen Wicks and James 
Sheldon. 

The gallery is open, free, Tuesday 
through Saturday, 10 to 5, and Sundays, 
2:30 to 5. It’s closed on Mondays and 
national holidays.

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White Pondering His Next Move 


Sidney P. White’s 18-acre Andover 
Street parcel may still become the site of 
multi-family housing, even though special 
town meeting has rejected a zoning 
change that would have allowed a 
townhouse development to be built there. 


White, a former selectman, said Mon- 
day he has not ruled out selling the land, 
located at the corner of Argilla Road, for 
‘ta different type’’ of multi-family 
development than the one he brought 
before voters last week—‘‘Baker 
Village.” 

But single-family homes are still a 
possibility as well, he added: “I am listen- 
ing to each and every proposition. Where I 
will go from here, I truthfully do not 
know.”’ 

However, White said there is little 
chance that he will return to annual town 
meeting next spring with the Baker 
Village proposal. Designed by Andover 
builders, Wynwood Associates, that 
development included 48 townhouse units 
built around three cul-de-sacs. 

While most town officials said they 
favored the Baker Village proposal, they 
objected to the zoning bylaw amendment 
proposed by White and Wynwood, which 
would have permitted the development to 
be built. White withdrew the proposal for 
the townhouse development after the zon- 
ing change was disapproved. 

‘The selectmen and planning board 
pledged to return to the next annual town 
meeting with a proposed bylaw amend- 
ment of their own. 

But White said he has little reason to 
believe such an amendment will in fact be 
presented before the annual meeting, giv- 
ing him little incentive to put Baker

‘‘Am I to continue in the same direction, 
only to be knocked down again in the 
spring?’’ he asked. ‘‘I just don’t believe 
(that an amendment will be presented 
next spring). I have lost a lot of faith and 
confidence in our town government and its 
leadership.” 

Instead, White indicated that he may 
consider ‘‘a much less attractive 
design—one that would not have to come 
to town meeting,”’ which could be more 
profitable for him. ‘‘I have had some very 
good offers,’’ he said. 

The former selectman intends to discuss 
alternatives for the land with Wynwood, 
he said, ‘‘as soon as they have brushed off 
the bruises.” The developers feel they 
were ‘‘terribly abused’’ at the special 
town meeting, and were discouraged by 
the ‘‘very cold reception” given their 
proposal, White said. 

He called last week’s vote of 574 to 255 
against the proposed zoning change-‘‘an 
unfortunate decision,’ maintaining that 
the bylaw amendment as presented was 
‘“‘very rigid—everything was tied down 
very, very tight.” 

White said he feels that ‘‘too much 
thought was given to the idea that Sid 
White was going to make a buck. Well, 
there were many more bucks to be made 
for the town.” 

He added that ‘‘the dollars were secon- 
dary—they were not so important as what 
I could leave, a utilization of the land that 
would have benefited the neighborhood 
and the town. 

‘‘We have lost something, in my 
judgment—and the judgment of many, 
many people—something pretty- 
valuable.”’

“It’s failed - it’s failed,’’ one man 
observed from his seat, as he watched a 
minority of voters stand in support of 
proposed townhouse cluster zoning in An- 
dover, during last Thursday’s special town 
meeting. 

The article, first on a_ three-article 
warrant, indeed failed by a standing vote 
of 574 to 255, as the majority of townspeo- 
ple who jammed East Junior High 
auditorium followed the recommendation 
of town officials. 

Had it passed, the article would have 
amended the town’s zoning bylaw to allow 
townhouse cluster, or cordominium, 
development in Andover. 

Former selectman Sidney P. White, who 
petitioned for the special meeting against 
the officials’ request, withdrew his second 
article after the first met defeat. 

That article called for town meeting ap- 
proval of Baker Village, a townhouse 
development that would have been built on 
White’s 18-acre Andover Street parcel. 
The development could not be built 
without the adoption of the bylaw amend- 
ment proposed in Article One. 

While urging the voters to disapprove 
the amendment, the selectmen, town 
manager and planning board all pledged to 
return to the annual spring town meeting 
— probably to be held in June — with their 
own version of townhouse cluster zoning. 

“‘Annual town meeting is the place to 
discuss and vote on issues of this 
magnitude,’ said Selectmen Chairman 
James Abramson. ‘‘We should give the 
town time to more clearly study the 
course of its own future growth.” 

The selectmen also believe that zoning 
proposals ‘‘of this potential magnitude 
should come from the planning board;and 
not a private citizen or group,’’ the chair- 
man added. 

Planning Board Chairman Paul Teplitz 
cited six ‘‘major deficiencies in the 
proposed amendment, saying that it failed 
to: 

*provide guidance on how many 
townhouse developments could be built in 
Andover, or where they would be located 

*set limits on town expenditures needed 
to allow a development to be bui!t, such as 
improving sewer lines 

*allow the town to encourage certain 
kinds of townhouse units, such as energy- 
efficient or low-cost units 

“provide for/renovating existing 
buildings into townhouses 

*adequately provide for the preserva- 
tion of open space within a development 

“deal with several technical problems, 
such as the location of swimming pools 
and control of a development’s 
appearance. 

“This would be a major change in An- 
dover’s zoning bylaw with implications far 
beyond Mr. White’s parcel of land,’ 
Teplitz concluded. ‘‘It would be premature 
to adopt this bylaw at this time — we urge 
you to take the time to do the job right.”’ 

Teplitz used a map to point out un- 
developed areas in town that could be con- 
sidered for townhouse developments, ex- 
plaining that several of the parcels ‘‘might 
be very attractive sites for townhouse 
clusters, but might be very unattractive 
from the standpoint of the town’s 
providing sewer and water.”’ 

Conservation Commission Chairman 
Robert Pustell said the commission op- 
posed the article because it provided in- 
adequate controls over preserving open 
space, which “could have an impact PD, 
open-space’ throughout the town’ 
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Committee’s stance on the article, chair- 
man Donn Byrne said that committee had 


taken no position, ‘‘based on lack of suf- 


ficient information.” 

Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
provided one of the evening’s lighter 
moments during an animated explanation 
of how the proposed bylaw. could damage 
the town’s master sewer plan. 

Urging the voters to disapprove the arti- 
cle, McQuade said, ‘‘Don’t throw away the 
only thing the town’s Uone right (the 
master sewer plan)’’ — prompting the 
town manager to aim mock punches at the 
DPW director while the selectmen groan- 
ed. 

Voters who spoke against the article for 
the most part agreed with the town of- 
ficials’ attitude of ‘‘let’s wait and do it 
right.’ 

“The day we lower the walls and the 
floods start coming in to the com- 
munity—if this is not planned as town of 
ficials request—then we are in serious 
trouble,’ said Irving Willis of 6 Porter 
Road. ‘‘We ought to listen very carefully 
and abide by what (the town officials) are 
telling us.” 


Making A 


Emphasizing concerns about increasing 
the town’s population density, lessening 
open space, and overtaxing the town’s 
sanitary facilities, James Kartel, M.D., of 
29 Brady Loop, observed that ‘‘change is 
not the same thing as progress. Vote 
against the initiation of an asphalt jungle 
in Andover.” 

Article One was moved and presented 
by Atty. Andrew Caffrey, representing 
Wynwood Associates of Andover, 
developers of the proposed Baker Village. 
Former selectman White did not address 
the meeting, except to withdraw Article 
Two. 

Moderator James Doherty cautioned 
Caffrey to restrict his remarks to the zon- 
ing amendment, and save comments on 


Baker Village until (and if) Article Two" 


came under consideration. However, as 
the meeting progressed, it seemed in- 
creasingly difficult for some speakers to 
avoid references to the proposed develop- 
ment. 

During his presentation, Caffrey said 
that Andover’s ‘empty- 
nesters’ —homeowners whose children 
are grown—need and want townhouse

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developments in Andover. Many have 
been forced to leave town by the un- 
availability of such housing, he said. 

The amendment included ‘‘many protec- 
tions to the town,’’ Caffrey argued, to in- 
sure that townhouse developments would 
be built according to ‘‘the same high stan- 
dards you are used to in Andover.”’ 

The attorney noted the good reputation 
of Wynwood Associates, and told the 
voters that the developers first ap- 
proached the town with an unsuccessful 
multi-family housing proposal nine years 
ago. 

After waiting years for the town to zone 
for multi-family housing, the developer 
“made the (zoning bylaw amendment) 


_ proposal because no one else did,’”’ Caffrey 


said. 

“We do not submit this as a perfect 
amendment,’ he explained. ‘‘We prepared 
it as best we could. It is not cast in stone,”’ 
adding that annual town meeting could 
amend the proposal, if necessary. 

After a brief consultation with town 
counsel, Alfred Daniels, the moderator 
allowed John Fulton of Wynwood 
Associates to show slides of what a 
townhouse development might ‘‘look like 
in Andover—somewhere,”’ as Caffrey put 
it. 

“We are awed at your response to our 
little proposal,’ Fulton began, looking 
around the hall filled with more than 800 
residents. He then described the slides of 
townhouse units in Lexington ‘‘that look 
like large single-family, Colonial homes, 
‘not out of keeping with other single- 
family homes in the area.”’ 

Frederick Fitzgerald of the finance 
committee spoke in favor of the article, 
agreeing with Caffrey that it is time for 
the town to act in favor of townhouse 
development. 

“The only positive action we can take 
here tonight is to vote in the affirmative,”’ 
Fitzgerald said. ‘‘Any other action would 
be spinning our wheels—are we just going 
to say, in Red Sox jargon, ‘Wait until next 
year’?”’ 

Fitzgerald also pointed out that the 
Merrimack Valley Planning Commission 
favored the Wynwood proposal. 


Selectman Edward Harris also uged 
voters to approve the article, speaking as 
a private citizen. ‘‘If this is postponed, we 
risk this project being put on a back 
burner and never realized,’’ the selectman 
said. ‘‘There may be some risk to the town 
involved, but if the article needs further 
amendment, it can be done in the spring. 
What is needed is action — not more 
rhetoric.” 

Former Selectman Robert A. Watters 
also asked the townspeople to consider the 
need of Andover’s elderly and han- 
dicapped for townhouse developments in 
the town. ‘‘The town officials either do not 
realize this need, or they seem determined 
to prevent or delay the fulfillment of the 
need,’’ Watters said. ‘‘This article 
represents a positive approach to the 
problem.”’ 


Voters accepted amendments to the 
proposed bylaw change, which were in- 
tended to clarify the article and make it 
‘conform more closely with the existing 
bylaw,’’ according to the written amend- 
ment. 

Donald Shea, planning consultant to the 
developer, addressed the meeting briefly 
to explain how the development might 
affect population density, the town’s tax 
base and other factors.

There is little doubt that the Pilgrims were thankful 
as they observed that first Thanksgiving so many years 
ago. | 

By today’s standards we would have to judge those 
founding colonists to have been both fortunate as well as 
appreciative. A reflection on their times as compared 
to ours is indicative of what a true Thanksgiving is 
meant to be. 

That initial feast was over a three day period, a time 
to be appreciative for the good fortune to be alive after 
the rigors of a difficult winter and a growing season that 
produced less than anticipated yet sufficient to see 
them through another winter. 

While we worry about the cost of energy, the 
colonists, assisted by Indians managed to get through 
the rugged New England winter through the best means 
available at the time,-heating the huts with wood and 
obtaining warm clothing and blankets from those who 
had occupied the land before them. 

Turkey was not the piece de resistance at the 
Thanksgiving table, but rather venison, duck, goose, 
some seafood and strong wine made from wild grapes 
found in their new world. 

Its preparation was long and arduous, but they didn’t 
worry about the stings of cable supplying the energy to 
fire a microwave of a modern self-cleaning range. 

There wasn’t a football game at the local school 
stadium to enjoy, nor was there the availability of 
television to repose before after having gorged oneself 
at the festive table. 

But the Pilgrims and Massasoit’s braves enjoyed the 
recreation of the day, which was a game similar to what 
we call croquet and a parade of menfolk fired their 
muskets and Massasoit’s Braves displayed their forte 


with the bow and arrow, for each other’s enjoyment. 

It was the assistance of the Indians which aided the 
Pilgrims in living off the land, trusting to their in- 
tuitiveness in the growing season dealing with the con- 
ditions of their new land. 

Thus, the-Thanksgiving table was.a festive gathering 
of all to display the appreciativeness — a true display of 
brotherhood. 

There was then, as today, the thankfulness of being 
able to get together as a family on this particular holi- 
day. 

What that first Thanksgiving represented, of course, 
was a simpler life, even though we might well unders- 
tand, more difficult. 

But we doubt that there was the wastefulness of food, 
the worries of energy problems, the concerns of a faster 
mode of living, with its abundance of conveniences. 

The Pilgrims had worked too hard and long to become 
bored as is often the case in today’s lifestyle. 

Rather they were grateful and peaceloving in their 
new homeland — an effort to find freedom in a new 
world and set about ona new life. 

It was time to offer Thanksgiving for the assistance of 
God’s blessings that had allowed them to survive. 

That theme still exists today. 


Despite the modern ahd more comfortable world in 


which we live, even with its current day international 
and national problems, it is well that those whose life 
was less convenient than ours decided there was a time 
for Thanksgiving. 

To those early settlers we owe a debt of gratitude for 
providing us with the annual opportunity to offer 
thanksgiving for all our blessings.

WASHINGTON -- Presi- 
dent-elect Ronald Reagan 
will face some grim pros- 
pects on the economic front 
when he moves into the 
White House in January. It 
won't be easy for him to 
keep his campaign promises 
to cut taxes, increase 
defense spending and bal- 
ance the budget, all at the 
same time. 

Government economists 
have told us he could juggle 
the books. He could transfer 


some programs so they no- 


longer appear on the budget, 
which would give it the 
appearance, on paper, of 
being more balanced. But 
the actual expenditures 
would be unaffected, and the 
federal deficit would contin- 
ue to grow. 

We have no reason to 
believe Reagan intends to 
use sleight-of-hand to fulfill 
his campaign pledges, but in 
another two months, he’ll 
try to stand up against the 
onrushing tide. 

He wants to reduce the 12 
percent inflation rate that is 
eroding the average Ameri- 
can’s purchasing power. But 
Reagan also wants to aban- 
don the voluntary wage- 
price guidelines. This would 
unleash the labor unions. 

It’s a safe bet the unions 
would try to catch up with 
inflation by demanding 
wage increases, which could 
create an updraft effect. The 
inflation rate could soar like 
a hot-air balloon. 

But the cost of energy is

an even bigger threat. Presi- 
dent Carter has already 
ordered the decontrol of oil 
in phases. Each new phase 
gives the inflation rate 
another boost. 

We have seen some of the 
working papers developed 
by the Council on Wage and 
Price Stability. These 
papers, intended for official 
eyes only, eG that rising 
energy prices will account 
for 25 to 50 percent of next 
year’s increase in the Con- 
sumer Price Index. 

Can Reagan stem the 
tide? His aides tell us he will 
sure try. 

PAMPERING BABY 
DOC: American television 
viewers recently saw the 
Bahamian police engage in a 
scene of stark brutality. 
They viciously clubbed 
defenseless refugees from 
Haiti, loaded them aboard a 
ship and sent them home -- 
probably to a horrible fate. 

But that’s not the worst of 
it. There’s a story behind 
that blood-curdling episode. 

The desperate Haitians 
were trying to escape the 
repressive regime of dicta- 
tor “Baby Doc” Duvalier 
when their leaky boats gave 
out. In the past, the USS. 
Coast Guard has plucked 
Haitian refugees from their 
pitifully small boats and 
delivered them safely to 
Miami. 

But this time, the Coast 
Guard refused to rescue 
them. They barely made it 
to a barren island in the 
Bahamas. 

Why did the Coast Guard 
stand by so heartlessly? We 


have seen a_ confidential 
State Department cable 
which may explain it. The 
cable reports on a meeting 
last month between the Hai- 
tian dictator and a _ high- 
level U.S. delegation. 

According to the docu- 
ments, Duvalier accused an 
American firm, Gulf and 
Lier of i orig tol e the 

t people to leave Haiti 
ree igher wages. The 
company, Baby Doc 
charged, ‘attracts illegal 
migrants to work on its sug- 
ar cane plantations in the 
Dominican Republic. Here, 
the Haitians earn enough 
money to be transported to 
Miami.” 

Baby Doc hotly accused 
the U.S. Coast Guard of 
being ‘part of the process” 
because “the Coast Guard 
picks up the Haitians from 
small boats and helps them 
complete the journey to 
Florida.” 

Evidently, someone in 
Washington wanted to 
appease Baby Doc. The 
Coast Guard was advised by 
the State Department that it 
would be “incorrect” to 
enter Bahamian territory to 


pick up the Haitian boat 


people. 

That’s why the Coast 
Guard stood by while those 
pathetic Haitians almost 
drowned, then were clubbed 
into submission, and finally 
a a home to Baby Doc. 

LIMITED BENEFIT: 
Ronald Reagan has said he 
wants to end the so-called 
“earnings limitation” of the 
Social Security System. Phis 
is a rule which limits the 


amount of outside income 
that retired beneficiaries 
can earn. But according to 
an internal study by Social 
Security Administration 
experts, abolishing the rule 
won’t really help too many 
people. The data reveals 
that only 6 percent of the 
nation’s elderly now earn 
more outside income than 
the rule allows. 

SECURITY SCARE: The 
National Park Service, Gen- 
eral Services Administration 
and the Navy are renovating 
the utility systems at the 
White House. This means 
that several master plans of 
the underground utility net- 
work at the White House are 
floating around. And that

Last year, 
over the same four-day 
period, 475 people died in 
highway accidents 
nationwide, and almost 21,- 
000 persons received dis- 
abling injuries. 


In Massachusetts, 15 peo- 
ple died during the holiday 
weekend. 

The Massachusetts Safe- 
ty Council is urging all 
motorists to join in an ef- 
fort to reduce traffic ac- 
cidents by noting and 
following these safe driv- 
ing suggestions: 

Always use seat belis, 
even for local trips. More 
than 12,000 lives could be 
saved annually if all 
drivers used their safety 
belts. 

Observe posted speed 
limits, and stay under 55 
mph. 

Limit alcohol intake. 
Remember the ‘‘1 for 1” 
rule. That’s limiting 
yourself to one drink an 
hour or waiting one hour

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Smaller Cars Generate Special Problems 


The trend to downsize the cars we drive 


is causing concern among national traffic’ 


safety authorities. 

The Highway Safety Research Institute 
at the University of Michigan reports that 
when a lighter car collides with a heavier 
car or truck, it stops very abruptly! 
Therefore, other things being equal, oc- 
cupants of the lighter car face a higher 
probability of being injured — often fatal- 
ly. 

In fact, a recent report by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
states, ‘‘An examination of statistics of 
crashes in which subcompacts collided 
with full-sized cars found that the oc- 
cupants of the subcompact vehicles were 
eight times more likely to be killed than 
the occupants of the full-sized vehicle.” 

Another agency, the National Highway 
Safety Advisory Committee, enumerates 
the following problems associated with 
the new and smaller vehicles: 

Reduced car size lowers the driver’s eye 
height. Visibility is thereby reduced at 
hillcrests, intersections or by roadside 
sight obstructions. 

Concrete barriers designed to guide 
straying vehicles safely back onto the 
roadway may cause smaller cars to flip 
over, increasing the severity of the crash.

designed when struck by lower, lighter 
cars. 

Car and truck bumpers may actually be 
too high or too low to do any good in 
crashes between the different size 
vehicies. 

Now, a new perspective has been added 
by another traffic safety authority — 
Douglas M. Fergusson, vice-president for 
traffic for the National Safety Council and 
director of safety services, Nationwide In- 
surance Company. In addition to these 
posts, Fergusson.has served as chairman 
of the Council’s Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards So he has had first-hand 
experience in the Council’s winter test 
programs at Stevens Point, Wisconsin. 

Fergusson contends: ‘‘While the 
economy and gas saving benefits of down- 
sized cars is an established fact, the added 
hazards of winter driving — reduced 
visibility and inadequate traction — 
create a new dimension to the special 
problems associated with smaller cars.’’ 

Fergusson referred to one special small 
car problem based on findings from one of 
the Council’s test programs. 

When trying to get started from a stop 
on winter slick road surfaces, the smaller, 
lighter cars have a notable difficulty get- 
ting back into motion. This is particularly 
true at warmer ice temperatures or when 
ice has become highly polished, such as an 
intersections. Chances are increased of 
being rear-ended by vehicles that can get 
started quicker. 

However, there is a plus factor: 

Stopping distances on ice for compact 
and subcompact cars can be as much as 25 
percent shorter than for a full size vehicle. 
In short, the heavier the vehicle, the 
longer the distance required to slide to a 
stop. 

This relationship between vehicle 
weight and locked-wheel stopping dis- 
tances on ice is at odds with the reported 
behavior of vehicles on either wet or dry 
pavements; but in the case of vehicles on 
glare ice, the difference has been well es- 
tablished. 

However, the Council’s tests have also 
shown that braking distances on glare ice 
may easily extend to as much as ten times

the normal, dry pavement distance. Even 
with the help of traction aids on your car 
— tire chains or studs (where permitted) 
— far slower than normal speeds, along 
with far longer gaps between your vehicle 
and a car ahead, are essential. 

Fergusson concluded with the following 
common-sense suggestions for coping with 
adverse conditions regardless of the size 
car you drive: 

1. Get the ‘‘feel’’ of the road by 
accelerating carefully to see if wheels 
spin; or brake gently to see if they skid. 
Reduce speed accordingly. 

2. Increase your following distance. It 
takes three to nine times as far to stop on 
snow and ice as on dry pavement. 

3. ‘‘Pump’’ your brakes to slow or stop 
— don’t jam them on. An intermittent

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Merrimack Fights Back At The Energy Crisis 


You make a concerted effort to use less 
energy than the year before. And you do. 
You’re pleased with your conservation and 
so you eagerly sit down to figure out the 
money you saved for the year. However, 
you didn’t save money - in fact, you paid 
more, much more. 

Sound familiar? The energy crisis and 
events in the Middle East have played 
havoc on budgets throughout America and 
Merrimack College’s operating energy 
budget is no exception. 

In spite of cutting down electrical con- 
sumption by about 6 percent and oil con- 
sumption by 11 percent, Merrimack’s 
energy costs increased $144,000 in a year. 

But, instilled with Yankee ingenuity so 
prevalent in this drafty part of the coun- 
try, the Merrimack staff is fighting back 
at the energy crisis with creative, im- 
aginative and successful ideas to save 
energy and cut costs. 

Recently, Merrimack was awarded a 
$120,000 loan from the U.S. Department of 
Education to finance an energy conserva- 
tion program. The loan was one of 68 given 
to colleges and universities nation-wide 
and one of the only ten energy conserva- 
tion loans of this type given to a New 
England college or university. 

Rev. John A. Coughlan, president of 
Merrimack suggested that one reason 
Merrimack received the energy conserva- 
tion loan and so many other colleges did 
not might be because the U.S. Department 
of Education is trying to encourage in- 
novative approaches to saving energy. 
‘“‘They were impressed by what we have 
done and what we’re planning to do to save 
energy,” Fr. Coughlan remarked. 

At the forefront of Merrimack’s in- 
novative energy conservation approaches 
is Albert Brooks, director of physical 
plant. A distinguished looking gentleman 
with glasses and graying sideburns, 
Brooks could easily be mistaken for one of 
the college’s professors. 

Although he has only been at Merrimack 
for about three years, he has made some 
Significant changes in Merrimack’s 
energy consumption and he has chartered 
a course for Merrimack’s energy future. 

Brooks speaks of the plans for use of the 
recent loan with enthusiasm. ‘‘We are go- 
ing to use the loan to install a Geo-Solar 
machine to heat and provide hot water for 
the town houses currently operating on 
electric power,’’ he explained. 


“It’s a little unique,’’ the physical plant 
‘“‘Hssentially it 
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operates like a heat pump/refrigerator 
unit which cycles forward and reverse.’’ 

He further explained that a well will be 
dug sometime next year in the vicinity of 
the town houses. The water will be 
pumped out and circulated through a heat 
exchanger where it contacts a freon coil, 
and then returns to the well. The 
difference in temperature between the 
freon and water is the primary source of 
energy transfer of hot or cool air into the 
town houses. 

A representative from Wescorp, Inc. in 
Andover, which is providing the Geo-Solar 
machine for Merrimack, explained the 
process in simple terms. ‘‘Take a glass of 
tap water which is about 50 degrees, put it 
in the refrigerator and wait a few hours 
and the water will be 30 degrees. Where 
did the other 20 degrees go? The machine 
extracts the other 20 degrees as low grade 
energy and uses it to send heat into living 
space during the winter and blow cool air 
during the summer.”’ 

As the temperature below ground is 
warmer than the air in the winter and 
colder in the summer, the unit will utilize 
the temperature changes to provide the 
needed cooling or warmth. 

Brooks sees the strong positive aspect of 
this system as ‘‘We’re using the ground as 
a collector and insulator and the sun as a 
generator of heat.’’According to the 
physical plant director, the only visible 
effect of this new system will be the duct 
work in the town houses where the hot and 
cool air will be blown through. He added, 
‘We will maintain current comfort levels 
for students in the town houses during the 
winter and increase comfort for summer 
co-op students with the air-conditioning.’’ 

How much is all this going to save 
Merrimack in terms of energy costs? 
Brooks figures an astounding 60-75 pergent 
will be saved. ‘‘These type of units are 
becoming very, very popular,’’ he remark- 
ed. ‘‘They have been used with a great 
deal of success in climates colder than 
ours such as Canada.”’ 

The representative from Wescorp, Inc. 
agreed with Brooks. ‘‘The technology has 
been around for 30 years but these systems 
are becoming more popular due to the 
high cost of oil, gas and electricity.’ The 
Wescorp, Inc. representative added that 
“The water or the earth absorbs as much 
energy in 55 days as can be produced by all 
the known gas and oil reserves on the 
earth. It’s time to use the earth’s 
resources for energy.” 
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Brooks and Merrimack are doing all 
they can to use alternative sources of 
energy and thereby save energy. In ad- 
diton to this new system, Brooks explained 
that new storm windows and fluorescent 
lights have been installed into the dor- 
mitories and have provided for warmer 
rooms, maintained light levels and totaled 
up a 60 percent savings. 

Gas sodium lights have replaced 

“golden glow”’ mercury vapor lights in the 
parking lot adjacent to the sports com- 
plex. Lighting has improved and costs 
have been reduced by 75 percent. 


_ Although Merrimack has done much to 


save energy and cut costs, Brooks main- 
tains, ‘‘we till have a long way to go.”’

Attention To Winter Car Care Urged 


Andover’s Police Chief,Jameées Johnson, 
today referred to today’s high cost of ow- 
ning and operating an automobile and 
observed that engine tune-ups have 
become of major concern to American 
motorists — both in terms of conservation 
and safety. 

“‘At this time of year,’’ the chief added, 
“‘the best way to winterize your car is to 
take it to your dealer or a reputable ser- 
vice station with instructions to take care 
of everything that has anything to do with 
keeping your car running and moving dur- 
ing adverse weather in the months 
ahead.”’ 


Instead of the usual grease job and oil 
change. a complete engine check-up — and 
an inspection from fan belt to tailpipe, 
may be in order, according to Chief John- 
son. 


‘‘Yet th sweetest running, most fuel ef- 
ficient engine in town,’’ he continued, 
‘‘can’t move far if your wheels are spin- 
ning on snow or ice because the tread has 
disappeared from old tires, or you haven’t 
had the foresight to install snow tires or 
studded tires (where permitted). And 
there’s no time like now to put a set of tire 
chains and other emergency equipment in 
your car trun k.”’ 


Chief Johnson offered checks a motorist 
can make for himself, including safety and 
emergency equipment checks 
recommended by the National Association 
of Chiefs of Police: 


1. Windshield wiper blades should wipe 
clear — meaning live rubber in the blades 
and adequate arm pressure. 


2. The heater-defroster should put out 
enough warm air to keep the windshield 
and side and rear windows free of frost 
and ice. 


3. All lights should be checked for proper 
operation. Craked or broken lenses should 
be replaced and kept clear of caked snow 
or slush from the roadway. 


4. Emergency equipment should be 
stowed in your trunk and ready when the 
time comes. This should include booster 
cables, a shovel, tow chain, warning flares 
or lanterns. traction mats, sand or rock 
salt and the type of tire chains 
recommended for your car (some late 
model cars require the new ‘“‘limited 
clearance’ chains — check with your 
owner’s manual).

to her parents showed that she was 16. 

Hastings said he went to McCracken’s 
and confronted the clerk, Kennedy, who 
said he ‘did not remember waiting on any 
female of that description that evening.” 
The officer noted that it was a Monday 
night and ‘‘business was slow’ in the 
store. 

Kennedy, the only employee working 
that night, was subsequently arrested and 
brought to trial, Hastings said. 

Town counsel, Alfred Daniels, told the 
selectmen that their decision, to be made 
after the hearing is concluded next week, 
could be appealed to the state Alcoholic 
Beverages Commission. 

But the ABE would probably act quickly, 
Daniels noted, and ‘‘seldom overrules a 
local decision.”’ 

Selectman Norma Gammon, who con- 
ducted the hearing in Abramson’s place, 
said she hoped an appeal to the ABC would 
not allow the license holder to ‘‘drag it out 
through the holidays.”’ 

According to the town manager, 
McCracken’s was charged with an offense 
four years ago, but no hearing was held. In 
February, 1978, the license holder was 
charged with another offense, and the 
board suspended the license for two days. 
Eighteen months later, the license was 
Suspended again, after a third offense, 
Clark said. The current complaint is the 
fourth offense, he added. _ 

The selectmen’s policy on liquor 
licenses, adopted after the third offense at 
McCracken’s, calls for a warning after the 
first offense, a license suspension of one 
day to one week after the second, and a 
license suspension of up to 30 days after 
the third, Clark indicated. A hearing must 
be held upon each offense. 

The policy also includes a ‘‘sunset’’ 


’ provision, the manager said, which states 


the selectmen will not consider offenses 
dating back beyond three years. 

However, the policy is meant only to 
guide the selectmen, and they are not 
bound by it, Clark pointed out.
